Distribution of Our Overseas Trade. (Page 590.) 


For the first nine months of the current year 
imports into the United Kingdom from British 
Empire sources are shown to have accounted for 
26:79 per cent. of the value of the total from all 
countries, as compared with 27-68 per cent. in the 
corresponding period of 1928 and 25-60 in that of 
1913. Exports of British produce to Empire 
customers amounted to 40°91 per cent. of the 
whole as against 41°70 in 1928 and 37-05 in 1913.

WEEKLY OUTPUT AND EMPLOYMENT.

British Postal Traffic. (Page 592.) 


Slackening in the rate of increase in average daily 
postal receipts during the two previous months was 
followed in October by a decline to below the level 
reached a year ago. Football coupon competitions 
were then, however, in full swing. 





Prices abroad in September Quarter. (Page 592.) 


Wholesale prices declined a further 2 to 8 per cent. 
in France and Italy during the third quarter of the 
year. There was little change in Belgium; advances 
of 2:2 per cent. and 1:1 per cent. respectively were 
recorded in Germany and the United States. 





Foreign Coal, Iron and Steel. (Page 595.) 


Compared with the same month of last year out- 
puts of coal in the areas surveyed were generally 
larger in September, though Belgium showed a 
reduction. Production of pig iron and crude steel 
was heavier all round. 





Jamaican Trade in 1928. (Page 602.) 


Trade during the year under review can hardly be 
considered to be as satisfactory as that of 1927. 
While the value of imports showed an increase, that 
of exports considerably declined. 





Finnish Trade, January-September. (Page 602.) 
The adverse trade balance, which at the end of the 
first nine months of 1928 stood at 1,424 million 
F. mks., was reduced at the end of September last 
to 588-7 million F. mks. 





Swiss Trade in September. (Page 603.) 


Exports represented 806 per cent. of imports 
during September, this figure being the second best 
recorded this year, coming after that for February, 
86°3 per cent. The lowest figure for the current year 
was that for July, 71-4 per cent. 





British Iron and Steel Output. (Page 605.) 


October production of pig iron showed a full re- 
covery from the setback in September, and there was 
a further increase in the outturn of crude steel. 
The figures for both products remained substantially 
above those of October, 1928.

ELECTRICAL EQUIPMENT AT MINES. 


The Report for 1928 of Mr. J. A. B. Horsley, 
H.M. Electrical Inspector of Mines, which has now 
been published, contains much of interest to all elec- 
tricians, managers and others concerned with electr!- 
cal equipment at mines. Progress in electrical 
development at mines under the Coal Mines Act 1s 
analysed in detail. The total horse power of motors 
installed was 1,722,382, or 38,000 h.p. greater than 
in 1927. Electricity was used at 1,467 mines. The 
statistical tables include a regional analysis of the 
h.p. of motors installed, showing the comparative 
use of ‘‘ Direct Current’’ and ‘‘ Alternating 
Current,’’ and analyses (with comparative figures for 
10 years) of fatal accidents classified according 10 
the type of accident, the employment of the persons 
killed and the nature of the equipment involved.

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TRANSPORT OF COAL. 





THE 20-TON WAGON. 


The Standing Committee on Mineral Transport, 
appointed in 1927 under the. Chairmanship of Sir 
Arthur Duckham, has now submitted its first Report.* 

The Committee considered it necessary to obtain 
as a basis for their work the fullest and most 
authoritative information which could be made avail- 
able to them, and both in the body of the Report 
and in the Appendices a mass of interesting statistical 
information will be found to which attention may be 
drawn. Particulars are given of the accommodation 
and facilities at collieries, shipping places, railway 
stations and private sidings. In regard to wagon users 
the Committee say that impartial and authoritative 
information of the time occupied by coal wagons in 
actual transit and in standing under load or empty 
at terminal points has hitherto been lacking. Steps 
were taken, therefore, to obtain particulars of the 
average user during May and November, 1927,. and 
the results of the investigations made are set out in 
the Report. 

An important addition to transport statistics is the 
new census of privately-owned wagons at 3lst 
January, 1928, nearly ten years after the last census 
which was taken by the Board of Trade in August, 
1918. This will be found, together with a prefatory 
memorandum by the Ministry of Transport, in 
Appendix XV. Information can be gleaned from the 
census as to the distribution of the wagon stock 
among the different coalfields and the predominant 
types of colliery wagons in each area. 

The Committee recommend that some financial 
assistance should be given by the Government to ex- 
pedite the conversion of existing terminal points to 
take 20-ton wagons. This includes the provision of 
larger hoists, etc., at the ports, and the adaptation 
of screens and alterations at collieries. The Com- 
mittee regard this preliminary action as essential to 
the general introduction of the 20-ton wagon, and they 
further recommend that provided the necessary steps 
for the adaptation of terminal points have been, or 
are in progress of being, carried out, in the majority 
of instances by 1st January, 1932, no wagons of 
smaller capacity than 20 tons shall be constructed for 
mineral transport after that date unless permission is 
given to meet special circumstances. All wagons con- 
structed after lst January, 1932, should conform to 
agreed standards. 

Other recommendations 
clude: — 

(1) Immediate steps should be taken to secure an 
extension of the pooling of mineral 
wagons. 

(2) The eharge for siding rent should be in- 
creased in order to ensure a quicker turn- 
round of wagons. 

(3) Consideration should be given to the possi- 
bility of setting up Sales Depots at rail- 
way terminals.

DISTRIBUTION OF OUR OVERSEAS 
TRADE. 





FIRST NINE MONTHS OF 1929. 


The October issue of the ‘‘ Accounts relating to 
Trade and Navigation of the United Kingdom ”’ con- 
tains tables showing the value of our external trade 
with individual countries during the first nine months 
of 1929. These tables enable us to survey the 
geographical distribution of the trade between the 
United Kingdom and other countries, and in the fol- 
lowing tables a comparison is made between the distri- 
bution of the trade in the first nine months of 1929, 
1928 and 1913 respectively. 


For purposes of better comparison with the first 
nine months of 1913, our trade with the Irish Free 
State has been excluded from the general review. The 
following table shows the extent of that trade in the 
first nine months of 1928 and 1929:—

In the first nine months of 1929, the proportion of 
our total imports consigned from the Irish Free State 
was slightly less than in the corresponding period of 
1928, but our re-exports showed a somewhat greater 
proportion. The exports of United Kingdom goods to 
that market formed a proportion to the total exports 
substantially the same in the two periods. 


In comparing the distribution of our trade now 
with that in 1913, a further correction should strictly 
be made in respect of the direct trade of the ports of 
Southern Ireland with countries overseas, since that 
trade is included in the figures for 1913. The export 
trade from those ports was negligible, however, while 
the import trade amounted to only about 1 per cent. 
of the total imports into the United Kingdom. For the 
same purpose of preserving comparability with 1915, 
Palestine, the Sudan, South-West Africa Territory, 
Tanganyika, and Nauru and Western Samoa have 
been treated as _ foreign countries throughout. 
Separate particulars of our trade with these countries 
in 1913 are not available.

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Both as regards exports of British produce and total 
imports, the proportions consigned to and from 
foreign countries were slightly greater in the first nine 
months of 1929 than in the same period of 1928. 
Exports of imported merchandise to foreign countries, 
however, slightly declined in relative importance. 

The next table summarises the distribution of our 
trade purely from the geographical point of view, trade

An examination of the following detailed tables 
shows that, as regards the distribution of our import 
trade in the first nine months of 1929, compared with 
the corresponding period of 1928, there was an appre- 
ciable increase in the proportion from the United 
States. Increased proportions were also secured by 
Russia, the Succession States, the Scandinavian 
countries, Germany, and the Dutch East Indies, while 
the share falling to France declined substantially. So 
far as British countries are concerned, the most im- 
portant variations were decreases in the shares held by 
Canada and India and an increase in that held by 
British Malaya. 

As regards the distribution of our domestic exports 
in the same periods, the proportion taken by France 
showed a noticeable increase. Appreciable increases 
were also shown in the proportions taken by Norway, 
Belgium, Spain, Italy and Chile. Proportionately 
less was taken by Germany, Switzerland, United 
States, Japan, Brazil, and Argentina. There were 
increases in the proportions sent to Canada, New 
Zealand, and the Union of South Africa. An im- 
portant decrease occurred in the share taken by India, 
and the proportions sent to Australia and West Africa 
also declined. 

Compared with the corresponding period of 1928, 
the distribution of our exports of imported merchan- 
dise in the first nine months of 1929 was characterised 
by a large decrease in the proportion taken by the 
United States, and substantial increases in the shares 
falling to France, the Netherlands, and Russia and 
the Succession States.

BRITISH POSTAL TRAFFIC. 


AVERAGE DAILY RECEIPTS. 


The average receipts of the Post Office in Great 
Britain from postal traffic per working day, for each 
month from January, 1928, to October, 1929, are 
shown below. Telegraph and Telephone receipts, 
Savings Bank, and Money and Postal Order business 
are excluded. The value of postage stamps used for 
receipt stamp and other revenue duties is included. 
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The figures are an approximately correct index of the 
movement from month to month of the amount of 
postal traffic handled, expressed in terms of postage,

July, 1928:—

The comparison of the figures for September and 
October of the current year with those for the same 
months of 1928 is affected by the postal traffic arising 
from football coupon competitions, which inflated the 
receipts a year ago. It is estimated that, if that traffic 
were excluded, the figures of a year ago would be 
reduced by about 5 per cent. for each of the last two 
months, and the percentage change shown in the final 
column of the table would be correspondingly modified. 





WHOLESALE PRICES IN CERTAIN 
EUROPEAN COUNTRIES AND 
IN THE UNITED STATES. 





COMPARISON OF RELATIVE MOVEMENTS. 


As measured by the index numbers quoted below, 
wholesale prices in France and Italy declined during 
the September quarter, the figures for September being 
in each case between 2 and 3 per cent. below those for 
June. In Belgium little change was recorded on 
balance during this period, while in Germany and the 
United States increases of 2-2 per cent. and 1-1 per cent. 
respectively were shown. 

A comparison of the averages for the June and Sep- 
tember quarters shows that prices were lower in the 
latter period in France (2:8 per cent.), Belgium (0°3 per 
cent.), and Italy (2-9 per cent.), and higher in Germany 
and the United States by 1:6 per cent. and 1:5 per cent. 
respectively. 

Compared with the averages of the same period of 
last year, September quarter prices were higher in 
Belgium by 2 per cent., while in France, Germany, 
Italy, and the United States net decreases of 2°8 per 
cent., 2:1 per cent., 3-9 per cent., and 1-4 per cent. 
were recorded. 

For purposes of comparison with the figures given 
above, it may be noted that movements of wholesale 
prices in the United Kingdom, as measured by the 
Board of Trade Index Number, show that the averages 
for September and June as well as those for the Sep- 
tember and June quarters were about the same, but 
that as compared with a year ago the figure for the 
September quarter this year shows a fall of 2 per cent. 

The tables which follow mdicate the movements of 
the index numbers of wholesale prices over quarterly 
periods since the third quarter of 1928. Owing to

The downward trend of French wholesale prices in 
the second quarter was continued into the September 
quarter, September prices averaging 2°8 per cent. lower 
than those for June. Over the three months the food- 
stuffs index declined by 5 per cent.; the index for in- 
dustrial materials, however, showed relatively little 
change. Third quarter prices averaged 2°8 per cent. 
lower than those in the June quarter and in the 
September quarter of last year. 

Prices in the vegetable foodstuffs and ‘‘ sugar, coffee, 
cocoa ’’ groups advanced slightly in July; the August 
index figures showed a sharp decline, the new averages 
being maintained in September. Animal foodstuffs, 
which cheapened slightly in July and considerably in 
August, returned during September to about the July 
position. The average reductions of prices between 
June and September in the groups of vegetable food- 
stuffs, animal products and ‘‘ sugar, coffee, cocoa ”’ 
measured 10-1 per cent., 0°5 per cent., and 1-7 per cent. 
respectively. 

Among industrial materials, the index for the group 
of minerals and metals showed little variation during 
the quarter. Textiles, however, continued to cheapen, 
a fall of 8-9 per cent. being recorded between June and 
September. Prices in the group of miscellaneous com- 
modities, after the fall of the previous quarter, moved 
upwards, the difference between the June and Sep- 
— averages amounting to an increase of 5-6 per 
cent. 

Comparing the third quarter average prices with those 
for the June quarter, animal products, ‘‘ sugar, coffee, 
cocoa,’’ and minerals and metals, were almost the 
fame, but vegetable foodstuffs were cheaper by 11-9 per 
cent. and textiles by 7-4 per cent. The group of mis- 
cellaneous industrial materials advanced by 2-2 per 
cent. As compared with the averages for the same 
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quarter of last year, reductions were recorded for vege- 
table foodstuffs (8-9 per cent.), ‘‘ sugar, coffee, cocoa ”’ 
(16-7 per cent.), textiles (12°0 per cent.), and miscel- 
laneous industrial commodities (1-8 per cent.). Animal 
products and minerals and metals were dearer, on 
average, by 12-6 per cent. and 5:8 per cent. respectively.

Prices in the September quarter averaged 1°6 per 
cent. higher than in the June quarter ; agricultural pro- 
duce and colonial produce were dearer by 5-0 per cent. 
and 3-7 per cent. respectively, while the two industrial 
groups showed negligible reductions. Compared with 
the averages for the September quarter of last year 
there was an all-round decrease. Agricultural produce 
was cheaper by 2:7 per cent., colonial produce by 3°8 
per cent., industrial materials and semi-finished goods 
by 2:1 per cent., and industrial finished goods by 1-3 per 
cent., making a net reduction of 2:1 per cent. for all 
commodities. 


A sharp rise in food prices in July advanced the gene- 
ral index number of German wholesale prices by about 
2 per cent. for that month. After July there was little 
change on balance and the September figure for whole- 
sale prices was 2°2 per cent. higher than that for June. 
In September, as compared with June, agricultural pro- 
duce had risen by 6-3 per cent. and colonial produce by 
6:1 per cent. The index numbers for industrial mate- 
rials and semi-finished products, and for industrial 
finished goods, however, showed little change on 
balance. 


The movement of the prices of agricultural products 
during the September quarter was marked by a general 
advance in July; subsequent movements showed con- 
siderable variations. Vegetable foodstuffs and animal 
feeding stuffs cheapened in the two following months, 
leaving September prices in the former group, on an 
average, 4:4 per cent. higher than for June, and those 
in the latter group 1°9 per cent. lower. Cattle prices, 
on the other hand, were higher again in August, but 
dropped in September to about the July average— 
5°5 per cent. above that at the end of the half-year. 
Animal foodstuffs continued the rise begun in April, 
and averaged 14:3 per cent. higher in September than 
in June.

Among industrial materials the most prominent 
movement of the third quarter was the rise of oils and 
fats, which had recorded a slightly cheaper tendency in 
the first half-year. In the case of building materials 
an upward movement of the June quarter was extended 
into the September quarter. The monthly averages in 
June and September for oils and fats and building mate- 
rials show increases in the latter month of 7:2 per cent. 
and 2°4 per cent. respectively. Artificial fertilisers, 
which had cheapened slightly in the June quarter, 
dropped suddenly in July (5°6 per cent.); a slight re- 
covery, however, occurring in the two succeeding 
months. The index figures for rubber and the group of 
textiles receded further, net movements measuring 6°8 
per cent. and 4-0 per cent. over the quarterly period 
being recorded. Among the remaining groups no im- 
portant change was indicated, and only in the case of 
coal was a movement of more than 1 per cent. shown. 
Iron, non-ferrous metals, chemicals, and paper-making 
materials were slightiy dearer in September as com- 
pared with June, while skins and leather were slightly 
cheaper. 

Among industrial finished goods, a rise of producers’ 
goods during the quarter was offset by a fall in the 
average prices of consumers’ goods. Industrial equip- 
ment recorded a steady advance from June to Septem- 
ber, the movement measuring 1:1 per cent. Over the 
same period, however, household goods cheapened by 
1-1 per cent. and clothing by 0:7 per cent.

The general index figure of wholesale prices in 
Belgium, which stood at 848 in June, advanced by 
1-2 per cent. in July, but subsequently dropped to about 
the June level. Prices in the September quarter 
averaged just under a half of one per cent. below those 
for the previous quarter, but were two per cent. higher 
than those in the corresponding period of last year. 

In spite of a rise of four per cent. in the July index 
for foodstuffs, due in the main to the world movement 
of wheat prices, the trend of foodstuff prices in the Sep- 
tember quarter was again downwards, the September 
averages being 2°8 per cent. below those for the month 
of June. Among the industrial groups, textiles and 
skins and leather continued to fall, their respective net 
movements over the quarter measuring 5°9 per cent. 
and 1-4 per cent. respectively. Metallurgical products, 
expressing in part the weakness of iron and steel prices, 
also moved downwards and were, on the average, 
cheaper by 2-6 per cent. in September as compared with 
June. Prices in the fuel, building material and chemi- 
cal groups, on the other hand, continued advances 
from the previous quarters, the further net movements 
amounting to 3-6 per cent., 2°3 per cent. and 1°8 per 
cent. respectively. An upward tendency of prices in 
the coal tar and derivatives group in the second quarter 
of the year was continued in the third quarter, and 
average prices in September were 6-0 per cent. above 
those for June. Prices of fats, which had shown little 
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variation during the first six months, advanced sharply, 
an increase of nearly 8 per cent. being recorded over 
the September quarter. Chemical fertilisers were 
dearer by about 2 per cent. in July as compared with 
June, but made no further change. 

Average prices in the September quarter for food. 
stuffs, coal and derivatives, textiles and resinous pro- 
ducts, were lower this year as compared with last year: 
the remaining groups showed increases.

Wholesale prices in Italy continued their fall during 
the September quarter, when they averaged 2:9 per 
cent. below those for the June quarter and 3°9 per cent. 
below those for the third quarter of last year. The fall 
between June and September amounted to 2:1 per cent. 
Prices of foods, raw materials, and semi-finished goods 
declined during the September quarter by 4:5 per cent., 
2-0 and 0°8 per cent. respectively, while finished goods 
advanced by 1:1 per cent. 

Prices in the September quarter were lower than 
those in the June quarter for all groups except two 
(building materials and the group of miscellaneous in- 
dustrial products). Compared with the same quarter 
of last year, vegetable foodstuffs, textiles and the 
groups of miscellaneous vegetable and industrial pro- 
ducts were reduced, the remaining groups showing 
increases. 

Among the various groups, vegetable foodstuffs and 
textiles continued the downward movement which was 
taking place in the second quarter. Between June and 
September prices in the first two groups were reduced 
by 6-9 per cent. and 2-2 per cent. respectively. In the 
case of chemical products and the group of miscellane- 
ous vegetable products the downward movement in the 
second quarter was continued till August, but was 
checked in September, when prices of chemical pro- 
ducts averaged 2-1 per cent. below those in June, while 
those of miscellaneous vegetable products showed 4 
corresponding reduction of 5 per cent. The index 
figures for animal foodstuffs, minerals and metals, and 
building materials, reached low points in July—in the 
case of the first and last groups the lowest so far re- 
corded this year.

The United States wholesale prices index number 
for July showed an advance of 1-7 per cent. on that for 
June. Slight reductions occurred in August and Sep- 
tember, leaving the September index just over one per 
cent. above that for June. Prices in the September 
quarter were, on the average, higher than those in the 
June quarter by 1°5 per cent., but were below those of 
the corresponding period of last year by about the same 
amount. 


There was a rise of food prices during the quarter, 
the September figure being 4-3 per cent. above that for 
June, due mainly to an increase of 3-9 per cent. in July. 
Among the industrial groups, few marked movements 
are to be noted. Prices of hides and leather products 
tended upwards, with average September prices higher 
than those of June by 2°6 per cent. Prices of building 
materials and chemicals and drugs were, on balance, 
slightly higher at the end of the quarter. The upward 
trend of prices in the fuel and lighting group shown 
during the June quarter was reversed, and September 
prices averaged 2-6 per cent. below those for June, and 
were at about the position reached in May. The textile 
index, which had fallen continuously since the begin- 
ning of the year, showed practically no movement in 
the course of the third quarter. Prices of metals and 
metal products, however, have dropped steadily since 
March, September prices averaging about one per cent. 
lower than those of June. The index for the group of 
miscellaneous products continued to advance further 
from the low point of April last.

From the information available as to furnaces in 
blast, it appears that the average output of pig iron 
per furnace for the month of September was 3,930 
tons in the United Kingdom, 5,370 tons in France, 
5,990 tons in Belgium, 11,180 tons in Germany, and 
16,710 tons in the United States. 


FRANCE.—With the exception of the aggregates for 
February, the September outputs of coal, pig iron and 
crude steel were the lowest so far recorded this year; 
they were, however, higher than the outputs of a year 
ago. The daily make of pig iron was reduced to about 
the July and March averages, both of which were some- 
what low in comparison with the other months of this 
year; the quantities made per calendar day in Sep- 
tember, in August and in September, 1928, averaged 
27,910 tons, 28,340 tons and 26,930 tons respectively. 
Furnaces in blast at the beginning and end of Septem- 
ber numbered 156. The August aggregate output 
(837,320 tons) included 38,370 tons of forge and 
Bessemer iron, 120,040 tons of foundry, 644,470 tons 
of basic, and 34,440 tons of other descriptions of pig 
iron. Iron and steel prices.—On the inland market, 
plates and sheets were reported dearer during October; 
the following quotations were current, inland, during 
the month for the descriptions shown:—Pig iron, 
Phosphoric Foundry, No. 3 P.L. Longwy, 475 frs.; 
ingots, 550 frs.; billets, 620 frs.; joists (690 mm. and 
over), 700 frs.; shect bars, 655 frs.; sheets (6 mm. 
and over), 810-830 frs.; thin sheets, 1,150-1,300 frs. ; 
thick plates, 780-800 frs.; all prices per metric ton. 


GERMANY.—Further expansion of the scale of coal 
output was reported for September; with the excep- 
tion of March, the average daily tonnage produced ver 
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working day was higher than in any other month this 
year. The quantity produced in September averaged 
530,530 tons per working day, as compared with 
averages of 527,190 tons and 478,480 tons in August 
and in September, 1928, respectively. The rate of 
pig iron production showed a further falling off in 
September; the daily tonnage, although lower than 
the average rates recorded since June, was, however, 
higher than the averages of each of the first five 
months of the year. Per calendar day the make pro- 
duced averaged 36,370 tons in September, as against 
87,070 tons, 38,190 tons, 35,970 tons, and 32,320 tons 
in August, in June, in May and in September, 1928, re- 
spectively. Furnaces in blast at the end of September 
numbered 100, a net increase of four since the begin- 
ning of the month, and of one as compared with a 
year earlier. The September aggregate tonnage 
(1,091,100 tons) included 213,870 tons of foundry and 
hematite, 661,320 tons of basic, 530 tons of other 
descriptions of pig iron, and 215,380 tons of ferro- 
alloys. In September a further reduction of output for 
crude steel was also shown. The total tonnage for 
the month and the average daily production were the 
lowest recorded since December last; the daily quan- 
tities made in September (25 working days), August 
(27 working days), June (25 working days), and in 
September, 1928 (25 working days), averaged 48,440 
tons, 51,080 tons, 56,300 tons, and 46,850 tons re- 
spectively. The output of finished steel products 
amounted to 891,490 tons, or 35,660 tons daily, as 
compared with 996,390 tons (36,900 tons daily) in 
August and 842,870 tons in September, 1928 (33,710 
tons daily). Iron and steel prices.—Inland prices 
current during September were unchanged from the 
previous month. 


Bre.cium.—The scale of coal output in September 
was about the same as in August. The tonnage pro- 
duced daily averaged 84,930 tons in September (24-7 
working days), which compares with 84,990 tons in 
August (25:7 working days) and 86,640 tons in Sep- 
tember, 1928 (24-7 working days). Pig iron production 
was expanded, the daily tonnage being the highest re- 
corded this year; output averaged 11,370 tons per 
calendar day in September, as against averages of 11,030 
tons in August and 10,660 tons in September, 1928, 
respectively. Furnaces in blast at the beginning and 
end of September numbered 57. The aggregate steel 
output was somewhat lower than in August. The total 
production of finished steel products amounted to 
283,520 tons in September, 300,940 tons in August and 
278,170 tons in September, 1928. Iron and steel 
prices.—The Belgian iron and steel market was weak 
in all departments during October. As compared with 
the beginning, prices at the end of the month were 
lower for semi-products by about 6s., for plates and 
sheets by 1s. to 5s., and for finished steel products 
by 3s. to 7s. 6d. per metric ton. Export prices (f.o0.b. 
Antwerp) at the end of October included the following : 
—Pig iron, No. 3 foundry, £3 12s.; billets (2-24 in.), 
£4 12s. ; sheet bars, £4 11s. ; joists (standard sections), 
£4 17s. 6d. ; plates (5, in.), £6 4s. 6d. ; medium sheets 
(7, in.), £6 14s. 6d.; and thin sheets (5/10 mm.), £11; 
all prices per metric ton. 


Unitep States.—Further expansion of output in 
both the aggregate and average daily tonnages was 
reported for bituminous and anthracite coal in Sep- 
tember. The aggregate output (45,810,000 tons) in- 
cluded 89,746,000 tons of bituminous and 6,064,000 
tons of anthracite coal. Working days in the bitumin- 
ous industry numbered 24-3 for the month of September 
and daily production averaged 1,636,000 tons, as com- 
pared with 1,451,000 tons in August (27 working days), 
1,395,000 tons in July (26 working days) and 1,536,000 
tons in September, 1928 (24:4 working days). For 
anthracite, daily output in September (24 working days), 
August (27 working days), July (26 working days) and 
September, 1928 (24 working days), averaged 253,000 
tons, 197,000 tons, 171,000 tons and 221,000 tons re- 
spectively. The average daily output in September for 
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both pig iron and crude steel again declined, and was 
the lowest recorded since February. The tonnage of 
pig iron made in September averaged 115,550 tons per 
calendar day, as against averages of 121,150 tons in 
August and 102,080 tons in September, 1928. Fur- 
naces in blast at the end of September numbered 205, 
a net reduction of five since the beginning of the month, 
The daily quantity of steel produced in September (25 
working days) was 180,440 tons, as compared with 
182,440 tons in August (27 working days) and 165,920 
tons in September, 1928 (25 working days). Iron 
and steel prices.—In the pig iron and _ semi- 
products markets no important movements were 
reported during October ; towards the end of the month, 
however, the Southern Cincinatti quotation for No. 2 
foundry pig iron was advanced by 50 cts. to 17 dollars 
69 cts. per English ton. Among the descriptions of 
finished steel products the prices for bars at Chicago 
and Cleveland, for tank plates at Pittsburgh, and for 
structural shapes at Chicago and New York, were re- 
duced by 0°05 ct. per lb. during the month. Repre-

This specification forms 
the supplement to the report on Brinell hardness 
numbers which was issued in 1926, and in which a 
note was added indicating that the specification for 
the hardness of the balls would be prepared. The 
information embodied in the specification has been 
based upon the results of research which was carried 
out at the National Physical Laboratory. Recom- 
mendations as to the hardness of the balls to be used 
in testing materials of varying hardness is indicated, 
and tables are given from which the hardness of balls 
can be determined by means of the diamond, indenta- 
tion test and reciprocal pressure test.

Agricultural operations are progressing, 
and the prospects for standing crops are promising. 


Central Provinces, 11th November.—The sky has 
been clear with occasional clouds, and the weather has 
been warm. The germination of rabi sowings is satis- 
factory. Early winter rain is needed in the Jubbul- 
pore and Nurbada divisions and parts of Berar to 
improve the condition of the young plants, which are 
withering for want of sufficient rain. In the Feudatory 
States the condition of standing crops is good. 


Punjab, 11th November.—The weather has been 
dry, and rain is badly needed. The condition of 
standing irrigated crops is average to good and of un- 
irrigated crops below the average. Standing crops 
have been somewhat damaged by locusts in parts of 
the west of the Punjab.

SWAZILAND IMPORTS AND EXPORTS. 


According to the Swaziland Report for 1928 (H.M. 
Stationery Office, price 6d. net) the principal imports 
last year consisted of maize, flour, groceries, wearing 
apparel, kaffir truck, hardware, machinery and build- 
ing material. As regards exports, the chief items 
slaughtered cattle, £54,594; metallic tin, 
£39,706; tobacco, £37,428; hides, £13,047; cotton 
(unginned), £9,437; wattle bark, £4,920; and cotton 
(ginned), £4,348. 





CYPRUS TRADE IN SEPTEMBER QUARTER. 


The Trade Commissioner for Cyprus in London 
reports that during the quarter ended 30th September 
last there was an increase of £75,000 in the value of 
imports over the figure for the corresponding period 
of 1928. To this the principal contributors were coal, 
cement, cotton yarn and thread, fertilisers, leather, 
machinery, and motor car and motor cycle tyres. 
Decreases were recorded in wheat meal and flour, 
unmanufactured tobacco, timber and motor cars. 


As regards exports there was an advance of about 
£52,000, made up chiefly by carobs, barley, wheat, 
raw hides and skins, cumin seed and mules. Raisins, 
potatoes, asbestos, raw cotton, pyrites, and wool 
showed a slight drop. 





LATVIAN TRADE IN AUGUST. 


The Latvian Consulate-General in London reports 
that during August last imports and exports amounted 
in value to 83,200,000 Lats and 80,800,000 Lats, as 
compared with 31,200,000 Lats and 26,900,000 Lats 
respectively in August, 1928. The totals for the first 
eight months of the current year were: imports, 
238,114,000 Lats, and exports, £158,821,000 Lats, as 
against 186,291,000 Lats and 169,967,000 Lats respec- 
tively in the eight months ended 31st August, 1928.

Report on Swiss Trade and Industry in 1928. 

The Swiss Federation of Commerce and Industry has just 
published its Annual Report on Swiss trade and industry 
during 1928. The abundance of economic facts and figures 
will enable an intelligent reader to obtain an insight into 
Swiss economic conditions. As last year, the present report 
begins by a succinct statement on the most important economic 
events of 1928, which avoids as far as possible all repetition of 
facts contained in the report itself. In a new chapter on ‘‘ The 
State of the Federal Finances ’’’ the close relations between 
financial and economic policy are disclosed. 

Thereupon follows a statistical part containing all the most 
important dates from the different fields of Swiss economic 
conditions, such as population, agriculture, water power, 
factories, labour questions, cost of living, banking, foreign 
trade, finance and taxation. Special attention may be drawn 
to an estimate of the Swiss balance of payments. 

The most important part of the volume is devoted to 
special reports on the individual branches of trade and in- 
dustry, on traffic, insurance and banking, on production and 
distribution of electric energy, and on technical and commer. 
cial education.

JAMAICA. 





FOREIGN TRADE IN 1928. 


The Colony’s trade in 1928 can hardly be considered to be 
as satisfactory as that of the previous year, states the 
Jamaica report for 1928 (H.M. Stationery Office, price 1s. 
net). While the value of imports showed an increase, that 
of the exports considerably decreased. 

Imports (exclusive of goods imported through the parcel 
post) amounted in value to £6,089,156, as compared with 
£5,717,521 in 1927. 

The food, drink and tobacco imports showed a rise in value 
of £123,597. As regards quantities, the following articles 
showed considerable advances :—Butter, and butter substi- 
tutes, mackerels, flour, meal, corn, rice, milk, salt, tea 
and leaf tobacco, while decreases were noticed under fish, dry 
salted, herrings, beef, wet salted, and cigarettes. 

Imports of raw materials and articles mainly unmanufac- 
tured showed a slight increase in value of £53,526, which was 
accounted for chiefly by motor spirit, pitch pine lumber and 
coal, 

As regards manufactured articles, an increase of £198,573 
was recorded, owing chiefly to larger importations of motor 
vehicles, railway rolling stock, hardware and ironmongery, 
matches, paper manufactures and silks. 

With regard to the sources of supply, the United States 
furnished 32 per cent. of the total imports, the United 
Kingdom 30 per cent. and Canada 19 per cent. 


Export TRADE. 


The improvements noticed in the Island’s export trade in 
1927 disappeared during the year under review. The export 
trade last year resulted in a decreased value of £660,612 
from that of the previous year, i.e., from £4,835,090 in 1927 
to £4,174,478 in 1928. 

Last year exports of sugar totalled 48,716 tons, as against 
49,799 tons in 1927, a decline of 1,083 tons. As regards rum, 
the quantity exported, although greater than in 1927, fell 
short of the 1925 total. The figures were :—807,503 gallons 
in 1928; 740,528 gals. in 1927, and 1,121,332 gals. in 1925. 

Exports of copra declined from 8,078,991 lbs. in 1927 to 
7,650,242 Ibs. in the year under review. A decrease of 
4,070,984 stems of bananas brought the total exports of that 
fruit to 17,080,897 stems, while 31,104,831 coconuts were ex- 
ported, as against 33,179,198 in 1927. Cocoa fell off 
1,369,680 lbs., with a total of 5,044,380 lbs. The value also 
decreased from £176,477 to £110,011. Coffee exports 
amounted to 8,832,328 lbs., valued at £378,118, an increase 
in value but a decrease in quantity from 1927. 

The tanneries in the various parts of the Island and the 
leather factory in the capital were kept busy. In addition 
to the large quantity consumed locally, 15,726 lbs. were 
exported. The manufacture of logwood extract re-com- 
menced in 1926, and 8,914 packages, valued at £90,494, 
were exported in 1928, as compared with 9,806 packages, 
valued at £103,988, in 1927. 

In 1927 the value of sisal hemp exported was £8,035, while 
in 1928 the value shipped was £9,096. The production in 
1927 was 119 tons, and in 1928 135 tons. The output of 
banana figs in 1927 was 879,421 lbs., as against 235,783 Ibs. 
in 1928. As regards essential oils, these consist chiefly of 
orange and lime oils. The production in 1927 amounted 
to 13,319 gals., as against 14,839 gals. in 1928. There was a 
large decrease in the quantity of oranges exported. 

The cigar industry was practically stationary. The export 
figure was 61,519 lbs, in 1927 and 61,374 lbs. in 1928. It is 
worthy of note, however, that a cigarette manufactured 
partly of imported leaf tobacco and partly of native-grown 
tobacco is competing very favourably with the imported 
cigarette. ‘ 
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Other exports included oranges, 65,582 boxes; honey, 
1,664,244 lbs., a large decrease from 1927; ginger, a slight 
decline at 2,370,121 lbs.; pimento, 8,652,816 lbs., a decrease 
in quantity but an increase in value; and logwood, 27,855 
tons, a slight rise. The chief of the minor products were 
hides and skins. 


DESTINATION OF EXPORTS. 


The United Kingdom took 20 per cent. of the total exports, 
chiefly logwood extract, rum, sugar and bananas; Canada 
absorbed 22-5 per cent., comprising mainly coffee and sugar, 
while the United States claimed 38-8 per cent., consisting 
principally of fruit, nuts and cocoa. Other countries took 
bananas, dyewoods, logwood extract, pimento and tobacco 
to the extent of 18-7 per cent. The export of bananas to 
Germany was 13-3 per cent. of the total exported. 





KENYA AND UGANDA. 





EXPORT TRADE, JANUARY-AUGUST. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Nairobi reports that during 
the first eight months of the current year domestic 
exports amounted in value to £5,337,690, as compared with 
£5,151,002 in the corresponding months of 1928. Of this 
amount Kenya supplied £1,883,964 and Uganda £3,453,726, 
while in the period January-August, 1928, the totals were 
£2,192,069 and £2,958,933 respectively. The following table 
gives particulars of the chief items in the domestic export 
trade during the period under review :—

FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-JULY. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Nairobi reports that during 
the first seven months of the current year trade imports 
and domestic exports amounted in value to £2,482,817 
and £1,837,907, as compared with £2,217,407 and 
£1,754,389 respectively in the period January-July, 1928. 
Great Britain supplied £839,174 of the imports, or 34 per 
cent. of the total, as against £832,046, or 38 per cent. ; 
India, £340,285, or 14 per cent. (£256,861, or 12 per cent.) ; 
Germany, £306,886, or 12 per cent. (£257 509, or 12 per 
cent.); Holland, £212,277, or 9 per cent. (£223,436, or 
10. per cent.); and Japan, £162,239, or 7 per cent. 
(£164,032, or 7 per cent.).

FINLAND. 


FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-SEPTEMBER. 


The British Consul at Helsingfors reports that, according 
to the trade returns recently published by the Finnish 
Board of Customs, the total value of the trade of Finland 
during the nine months ended 30th September, 1929, was 
9 886°5 million F. marks, or a decrease on the trade of the 
corresponding period of the previous year of 302-1 mil ; 
F. mks. Imports represented 5,237-6 million F. mks. an 
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exports 4,648-9 million F. mks., as compared with 5,806-3 ° 


million F. mks. and 4,382-3 million F. mks. respectively in 
the previous year. Re-exports, which are included in the 
above totals, represented 35:3 million F. mks., as against 
37 million F. mks. in 1928. It would thus appear that the 
adverse trade balance, which at the end of the first nine 
months of 1928 stood at 1,424 million F. mks., was reduced 
at the end of September, 1929, to 588-7 million F. mks.

FRANCE. 


DIRECTION OF TRADE, JANUARY- 
SEPTEMBER. 


(From the British Ambassador.) 
Paris. 


The returns of French foreign trade with individual 
countries, as summarised in the daily press, show that during 
the first nine months of 1929 the value of imports from 
Great Britain amounted to 4,407 million francs, as against 
4,026 million frs. in the corresponding period of 1928, an 
increase of 381 million frs. There was a fall in imports from 
Brazil, Holland, Italy, Japan, Portugal and Spain, but a 
rise in those from all other countries separately classified in 
the returns. 

The value of French exports to Great Britain for the first 
nine months of this year amounted to 5,696 million frs., as 
against 6,029 million frs. in January-September, 1928, a 
decrease of 333 million frs. There was a rise in exports to 
Belgium and Luxemburg, Czechoslovakia, Denmark, Italy, 
Japan, Portugal, the United States, Jugo-Slavia and the 
Union of Soviet Socialist Republics, but a fall in those to 
all other countries separately classified. 

The value of French imports from foreign countries for 
the first nine months of the year amounted to 38,698 million 
frs., as against 33,825 million frs. in the first three quarters 
of 1928, an increase of 4,873 million frs., and that of exports 
to 30,372 million frs., as against 31,750 million frs., a de- 
crease of 1,378 million frs. The value of French imports 
from colonies and protectorates totalled 5,261 million frs., 
compared with 4,846 million frs., an increase of 415 million 
frs., and that of exports to 6,650 million frs., as against 
5,801 million frs., an increase of 849 million frs. 
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French visible trade with foreign countries consequently 
showed an unfavourable balance during the first nine months 
of 1929 of 8,326 million frs., as against one of 2,075 million 
frs. in the corresponding period of 1928. French trade with 
colonies and protectorates, on the other hand, showed a 
favourable balance of 1,389 million frs., as compared with 
the 955 million frs. for January-September of last year. 





ITALY. 


FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-SEPTEMBER. 


According to the Association of Italian Corporations, 
Rome, imports and exports during the first nine months of 
the current year amounted in value to 16,114 million lire and 
10,824-8 million lire, as compared with 15,946-6 million lire 
and 10,316-1 million lire respectively in -the first three 
quarters of 1928. The following table shows the import 
and export figures for the first nine months of 1929, with 
comparative figures for 1928, those for September being 
provisional only :—

The trade deficit at the close of the third quarter of the 
year thus stood at 5,289-2 million lire instead of 5,630-5 
millions as at the corresponding date of 1928. The 
moderate decline of imports which was first noted in May, 
accompanied by a slight gain in exports, has thus been 
maintained, and seems to indicate that Italy’s foreign 
trade, after the fluctuations which characterised the period 
of unstable money, is now stabilising at much the same 
ratio of imports to exports as prevailed in the pre-war 
period. 





SWITZERLAND. 


FOREIGN TRADE IN SEPTEMBER. 
(From the British Legation.) 
BERNE. 

In comparison with the month of August, there was a 
slight decrease in the total value of Swiss foreign trade, 
amounting in September to 402-8 million francs, as against 
409-1 million frs. in the former month. A decline of 13-1 
million frs. in imports—which totalled 223-1 million frs.— 
was partly counterbalanced by an advance of 6-8 million frs. 
in exports, which rose to 179-7 million frs. The net result 
of these developments was an improvement in the trade 
balance of Switzerland, which, while remaining unfavour- 
able, showed an excess of imports over exports of only 43-4 
million frs., as compared with 63-3 million frs. in August. 
Exports thus represented 80-6 per cent. of imports, this 
figure being the second best recorded this year, coming after 
that for February, with 86-3 per cent. The lowest figure 
on record for the current year is that for July, with 71-4 
per cent. 


The decrease in imports may be traced principally to food- 
stuffs, and, to a lesser degree, to textiles and coal (— 1-7 
million frs.). The decline was particularly marked in the 
case of wheat (from 20-3 to 13-3 million frs.); fresh fruit 
(from 2-9 million frs. to 900,000 frs.); crystallised sugar 
(from 4-5 to 3-4 million frs.); eggs (from 3-0 to 2-2 million 
frs.); fresh vegetables (from 1-4 million frs. to 900,000 frs.) ; 
raw coffee, cocoa beans and brewers’ malt. The decrease in 
imports of fresh fruit and vegetables was of a purely seasonal 
character and coincided with an increase in the home supply. 
Imports were also smaller in respect of oats, maize, oil cakes 
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and oil-cake flour, raw wool (decrease from 3-5 million frs. 
to 800,000 frs.), and raw material for the ‘‘ schappe ” 
industry (from 2-5 to 1-9 million frs.). The building trade, 
becoming less active with the approach of winter, the 
tendency in imports of structural iron and timber was natur- 
ally weaker, these having declined from 2-8 to 2-4 million 
frs. and from 3-9 to 3-6 million frs. respectively. In the 
metal group there was a falling off in imports of pig iron 
and steel (from 2-2 to 1-6 million frs.), tin (from 1-1 
million frs, to 600,000 frs.), and zinc. Seasonal influence was 
responsible for the decrease in imports of motor cars (from 
5-5 million to 4-0 million frs.; — 236 machines) and petrol 
(from 4-4 to 3-8 million frs.). On the other hand, an increase 
in imports was recorded, among other items, in respect of 
wine in casks (from 1-8 to 3-5 million frs.), grapes (from 
1-6 to 2-5 million frs.), fertilisers, hay and straw, raw silk 
(from 5-6 to 7-5 million frs.), raw cotton (from 3-6 to 3-7 
million frs.), rayon (from 1-3 to 18 million frs.), raw rubber 
and copper (from 900,000 frs. to 3-4 million frs.). There 
was no change in imports of tinplates, which totalled 2-4 


million frs.

IMPORTS AND EXPORTS IN 1928. 


The British Commercial Secretary at Constantinople re- 
ports that during 1928 imports into and exports from Turkey 
were valued at £T.223,531,777 and £T.173,537,489 respec- 

tively, thus leaving an adverse trade balance of £T. 50 
million. Imports in 1927 amounted in value to 
£T.211,398,184 and exports to £T.158,420,998. 

The principal article imported during 1928 was cotton 
goods, to the value of £T.52,449,271, or 23-5 per cent. of 
the total. In 1927 imports of cotton goods amounted to 
£T.50-8 million, in 1926 to £T.71-9 million, and in 1925 to 
£T.74-2 million. Metal goods occupy the second place on 
the list of imports, their value being £T.26,326,745, as 
against £T.22-5 million in 1927, £T.22-2 million in 1926, 
and £T.21-5 million in 1925. Other large imports were as

LLOYD’S bnew STATISTICS: LOSSES IN 


UNE QUARTER 


The statistical summary of vessels totally lost, con- 
demned, etc., during the second quarter of the current 
year, published by Lloyd’s Register, shows casualties 
amounting to 58 vessels of 67,081 tons, excluding ships of 
less than 100 gross tons. 

Of the vessels lost in the quarter under review, 30 of 
49,603 tons were wrecked; 6 of 5,364 tons were burnt; 9 of 
4,382 tons foundered; 7 of 3,979 tons were the victims of 
collision; 2 of 2,632 tons were abandoned at sea; 3 of 775 
tons were recorded as lost; and 1 of 346 tons was missing. 

The British flag was carried by 7 of the casualty vessels, 
and their tonnage of 4,924 represents 0-09 per cent. of 
British ownership. British Dominion flags were flown by 7 
vessels of 3,141 tons, or 0-28 per cent. The United States lost 
12 vessels of 26,235 tons, or 0-32 per cent. ; Denmark, 1 vessel 
of 275 tons or 0-14 per cent.; France, 4 of 1,552 tons, or 
0-24 per cent.; Germany, 4 of 2,343 tons, or 0-19 per cent. ; 
Greece, 1 of 4,167 tons, or 1-19 per cent.; Italy, 3 of 595 
tons, or 0-22 per cent.; Japan, 6 of 16,066 tons, or 0-29 per 
cent.; Norway, 5 of 3,315 tons, or 0-28 per cent.; Spain, 
1 of 254 tons, or 0-11 per cent.; and Sweden, 1 of 1,339 
tons, or 0:07 per cent.

CORN PRICES. (From the High Commissioner of Canada in London.) 


The Dominion Bureau of Statistics at Ottawa reports 
that the production of coke pig iron in Canada during the 
first nine months of this year was 829,687 long tons, an 
increase of 12 per cent. over the aggregate of 745,473 tons 
in the first nine months of 1928, and comparing with 
570,414 tons in the corresponding period of 1927, 561,063 
tons in 1926, 372,960 tons in 1925, and 518,860 tons in 
1924. 

The output of pig iron in September showed a slight 
decrease as compared with the record total for August, 
the September figure being 98,816 long tons, as against 
112,528 tons during the previous month and 90,516 tons 
for September, 1928. 

Production of steel ingots and direct steel castings also 
dropped during September to 99,000 tons from 120,282 
tons reported for the previous month, but the output was 
very close to the 99,888 tons produced in September, 1928. 
The cumulative production of steel for the nine months 
ended 30th September was 1,087,951 tons, showing an 
increase of 18 per cent. over the 919,710 tons reported for 
the first three quarters of 1928. 

Production of ferro-alloys during September was 7,131 
tons, or slightly lower than the 7,178 tons of the previous 
month. For the nine months’ period the tonnage 
amounted to 57,932 in 1929, 33,414 in 1928, and 42,834 in 
1927. 


ONTARIO GOLD ORE MILLINGS AND BULLION 
SALES. 


The Imperial Institute has been informed by its corre- 
sponding member, the Deputy Minister of Mines, Toronto, 
that during September 342,297 short tons (of 2,000 Ibs. 
each) of ore were milled at gold mines in the province of 
Ontario, and that crude bullion marketed during the same 
period was valued at 2,702,334 dollars.

COAL OUTPUT AND EXPORTS. 


The British Commercial Secretary at Warsaw, in a 
statistical Report on the Polish coal industry during the 
second quarter of the year, shows production to have 
amounted to 10,638,469 metric tons, as compared with 
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9,233,165 tons in the corresponding period of 1928, an 
increase of 15 per cent. 

The output in the first half of 1929 amounted to 
21,779,333 metric tons, as against 19,467,544 tons during 
the corresponding period of last year. 

Production of brown coal during June quarter totalled 
16,645 metric tons, as against 15,256 tons in April-June, 
1928, an increase of 5 per cent. 

Coke production was 448,891 metric tons, as compared 
with 408,409 tons in the second quarter of 1928, an in- 
crease of 10 per cent. The outturn of briquettes during 
the quarter under review amounted to 76,249 metric tons, 
as against 61,065 tons in the June quarter of last year, an 
increase of 25 per cent. 

The total exports during April-June, according to the 
final returns published in the ‘‘ Przemysl i Handel,’’ the 
official organ of the Ministry of Industry and Commerce, 
were 3,604,380 metric tons, as compared with 3,187,184 
tons in the corresponding period of 1928, or an increase of 
417,196 tons. Exports during the first half of the year 
were 6,285,499 metric tons, and exceeded those for the 
corresponding period of last year by 102,495 tons.

APPLICATION OF BRITISH PREFERENTIAL 
TARIFF TO BLENDED TEA. 


An additional Regulation was made by the Governor in 
Council on 7th October, 1929, to the Preferential Tariff 
Regulations of 1925, which makes provision for the certifi- 
cation for Preferential Tariff purposes of blended tea in- 
tended for importation into the Colony. 

The new Regulation is in the same form as that already 
adopted for the purpose specified by several of the British 
West Indian Colonies, particulars of which were published 
in the ‘‘ Journal ’’ of 24th October, 1929 (page 491), in a 
notice relating to British Honduras. 





IRISH FREE STATE. 


CUSTOMS DUTY ON QUILTS. 


With reference to the notice in last week’s ‘‘ Journal ”’ 
(page 579), the following is the text of the Resolution, 
passed by Dail Eireann on 7th November, respecting the 
imposition of a Customs duty on quilts and quilt covers. 

It will be seen from paragraph (3) of the Resolution that 
a preferential rate of duty amounting to five-sixths of the 
full rate is accorded to quilts of the kinds made dutiable, 
when the goods are consigned from and manufactured in 
British Empire territories outside Saorstat Eireann :— 

(1) That a Customs duty of an amount equal to twenty 
oe cent. of the value of the article shall be charged, 
evied, and paid on all quilts of which the covers consist

wholly or partly of silk or of artificial silk and whic 
contain down or feathers and are imported into Saorsta 
Eireann on or within five years after the 8th day of 
November, 1929. 

(2) That a Customs duty of an amount equal to twenty 
per cent. of the value of the article shall be charged, 
levied, and paid on all unfilled quilt covers which consis; 
wholly or partly of silk or of artificial silk and ar 
imported into Saorstat Eireann on or within five year 
after the 8th day of November, 1929. 

(3) That the provisions of Section 8 of the Finang 
Act, 1919, shall apply to the duties mentioned in this 
Section in like manner as if quilts of which the cover 
consist wholly or partly of silk or of artificial silk and 
which contain down or feathers, and also unfilled quilt} 
covers which consist wholly or partly of silk or of 
artificial silk, were respectively mentioned in the Second 
Schedule to that Act as goods to which five-sixths of the 
full rate is made applicable as a preferential rate but with 
the substitution in the said Section of the expression 
‘‘Saorstat Eireann’? for the expression of ‘‘ Great 
Britain and Ireland.’’ 

(4) That the value of any article shall for all the 
purposes of this Resolution be taken to be the price which 
an importer would give for the article if the article 
were delivered, freight and insurance a in bond at 
the place of importation, and duty shall be paid on that 
value as fixed by the Revenue Commissioners. 

(5) It is hereby declared that it is expedient in the public 
interest that this Resolution shall have statutory effect 
under the provisions of the Provisional Collection of 
Taxes Act, 1927 (No. 7 of 1927). 


Certificates of Origin.—It is notified by the Revenue 
Commissioners that the preferential rate of duty above 
provided for is applicable only to goods which are shown 
to have been consigned from and manufactured in the 
British Empire, and where assessment of duty at the lower 
rate is claimed a certificate of origin duly completed by 
the manufacturers on Form 120 (Sale) (obtainable from 
Messrs. Eason and Son, Ltd., 40-41 Lower O’Connel! 
Street, Dublin) must be furnished with the Customs entry 
for the goods. 


TARIFF COMMISSION: REPORT ON FISH 
BARRELS. 


The Minister of Finance recently stated in the Dail that 
the Tariff Commission had presented a report recommending 
that no Customs duty should be imposed on fish barrels 
imported into the Irish Free State. 





UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA, 


REFUND OF EXCISE DUTY ON CERTAIN 
SUGAR. 


Section 4 of the Customs and Excise Duties (Amendment) 
Act, 1929, authorises the granting of a rebate or refund o/ 
the whole or any part of the Excise duty otherwise payable 
on sugar manufactured or refined in the Union when used 
on approved premises in the manufacture of jams, bottled, 
tinned and other preserved fruits, biscuits, sweets, jellies, 
condensed milk, non-alcoholic cordial beverages and _ such 
other commodities as the Minister of Finance may approve. 

A Government Notice (No. 1768), published in the Union 
‘‘ Official Gazette ’’ for 4th October, prescribes the regula- 
tions to be followed in order to secure the above-mentioned 
rebate or refund.

CZECHOSLOVAKIA. 


REDUCED DUTIES ON CERTAIN 
MACHINERY AND APPARATUS. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Prague 
has forwarded copy of a Decree, dated 11th October, which 
continues in force until 3lst March, 1931, the Law of 17th 
March, 1925 (as amended by the Law of 13th July, 1927), 
which permitted the importation into Czechoslovakia o 
certain kinds of machinery and apparatus at reduced duties. 


[Notr.—Under the 1925 Law referred to reduced duties 
are applied to specified classes of machinery and apparatus 
(including various textile and electrical machines) no 
manufactured in Czechoslovakia, the importation of which 
is required to establish or improve any branch of industrial 
or agricultural production. The 1927 Law extended the 
privilege to certain vehicles and parts thereof. ]

DUTY ON WHEAT REDUCED. 


The ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’ (Paris) for 10th November con- 
tains a Decree, dated 6th November, which provides for the 
reduction, from 5 to 2 frs. per 100 kilogs., of the Customs 
duty leviable on wheat, spelt, and meslin in the grain 
imported into Martinique. 





LATVIA. 


CONTROL OF TRADE IN SEEDS AND 
ARTIFICIAL FERTILISERS. 


H.M. Consul at Riga has forwarded translation of a series 
of Regulations published in the ‘‘ Valdibas Vestnesis ’’ of 
the 18th October, regarding the control (1) of export linseed 
and clover seed, (2) of trade in artificial fertilisers, (3) of 
the seed trade, and (4) of the importation of weeds and 
waste matter from cleaning cultivated plant seeds. 


Linseed and clover seed may only be exported under 
guarantee of origin, purity, germination and maximum 
percentage of waste matter, and such other safeguards as 
the Ministry of Agriculture may require. The control is 
vested in the State Seed Control Station. 


Trade in artificial fertilisers is to be controlled by the 
Ministry of Agriculture. Trade in artificial fertilisers con- 
taining more than } per cent. of substances injurious to 
plants is prohibited. Manufacturers, merchants and im- 
porters must be registered at the Ministry of Agriculture 
and keep returns of manufacture or sale of fertilisers. 
Samples of manufactured or imported fertilisers, from each 
consignment, must be forwarded to institutions designated 
by the Ministry for analysis at the expense of the manufac- 
turer or importer. The correct denomination of the 
fertiliser and the percentage of substances determining its 
nutrient value must be guaranteed in the invoices, bills or 
other documents issued by the seller, and if on analysis the 
nutrient value is found to be lower than that guaranteed by 
the seller the latter may be obliged to indemnify the pur- 
chaser from losses sustained thereby. 

The importation of materials of inferior quality and also 
various mixtures of artificial fertilisers may be prohibited. 

[These regulations supersede those of the 16th April, 
1924. | 


Seed Trade.—Trade in and storage of agricultural and 
horticultural seeds may only be carried on by firms regis- 
tered with the Ministry of Agriculture, which may prohibit 
the import of unsuitable or unreliable seeds and confine 
trade in seeds to certain categories and varieties in respect 
of which certain definite characteristics are required. Pur- 
chasers of seeds are entitled to demand sellers’ certificates, 
guaranteeing the quality of the seeds, and may be indemni- 
fied against losses if the State Control Station establishes by 
analysis that the seeds are of inferior quality. 


The importation of weeds and waste matter obtained from 
cleaning cultivated plant seed is prohibited. Waste matter 
obtained from cleaning seeds in transit warehouses superin- 
tended by the Customs authorities may, however, be 
admitted and used on the local market under certain 
conditions.

POLAND. 


EXPORT DUTY ON BUTTER AND DRAWBACK 
OF DUTY ON BUTTER-MAKING PLANT. 


With reference to the notices in the ‘“‘ Journal ” of 31st 
October (page 516), respecting the imposition of an export 
duty on dairy butter, and the refund of import duty on 
plant and auxiliary materials imported for the manufacture 
of dairy butter, it should be noted that the entry into force 
of the export duty and of the drawback regulations in 
{uestion has been postponed for one month, i.e., until the 
Ist December. The drawback regulations are to remain 
effective for six months from that date.

SALVADOR. 


MINOR TARIFF MODIFICATIONS. 


H.M. Representative at San Salvador has forwarded par- 
ticulars of recent Executive Decrees, making certain modifi- 
cations in the Salvadorean Customs Tariff. 

The import duties on saccharine; on paper bags for use 
as containers of native products, measuring not less than 
20 by 30 inches and weighing at least 100 grammes each; 
and on glass bottles for pomades and the like, with or 
without lids of any common material, have been reduced; 
and new headings (with a duty of 2-50 U.S. dollars per 100 
kilogs.) have been raised for technical or impure chloride 
of magnesium, and natural or impure carbonate of mag- 
nesium. 





SERB-CROAT-SLOVENE KINGDOM. 


TARIFF CHANGES (ETHERS, CHROME 
COMPOUNDS, STEEL GAS CONTAINERS). 


In virtue of a Ministerial Decision, dated 25th October 
and effective as from 30th October, the ‘‘ Minimum ”’ 
Tariff Duty under Tariff No. 253 on ethers of all kinds 
imported for industrial purposes has been reduced from 
800 to 20 gold dinars per 100 kilogs., subject to conditions 
laid down by the Minister of Finance. The reduced rate 
was already applicable to ethers imported for the manu- 
facture of lacquers and colours. The Decision also exempts 
from duty chrome compounds falling under Tariff Nos, 
222 and 235 when imported by manufacturers, under con- 
ditions laid down by the Minister of Finance. The above 
reductions of duty are to remain in force so long as the goods 
in question are not manufactured in the Kingdom. 

A further Ministerial Decision of the same date exempts 
from import duty steel drums, even filled with porous sub- 
stance, with frame of other metals or materials, for the 
compression or storage of gases, when imported, under con- 
ditions laid down by the Minister of Finance, by manufac- 
turers of gases. 





SWITZERLAND. 


EXPORT DUTY ON CERTAIN CAST IRON, ETC. 


The ‘Feuille Officielle Suisse du Commerce” of 5th 
November publishes a notice issued by the Federal Customs 
Department intimating the reimposition as from 15th 
November, of an export duty of 1-20 frs. per 100 kilogs. 
(gross weight) on burnt cast iron and old cast iron anneal- 
ing boxes exported from Switzerland. The collection of 
export duty on these articles had been suspended since 
Ist June, 1927. 





TURKEY. 


TARIFF REDUCTIONS (CONVENTION WITH 
FRANCE). 


With reference to the notice under the above heading pub- 
lished in the ‘‘ Journal’’ of 10th October (pages 426-428), 
the following additions should be made to the list of goods 
on which the Turkish Customs duties have been reduced by 
prescribed percentages, as a result of the enforcement of 
the Franco-Turkish Commercial Convention of 29th August.

The Department of Overseas Trade has at its command 
an extensive overseas Intelligence system, which comprises 
the Commercial, Diplomatic and Consular Services in foreign 
countries and Trade Commissioners and Imperial or other 
Trade Correspondents in the Empire. 


From this Intelligence Service information on all subjects 
of commercial interest is received at the Department, where 
it is collated and classified in a form convenient for refer- 
ence, and is available to any British trader upon personal 
or written application to the Department at 35, Old Queen 
Street, Westminster, London, 8.W. 1. 


The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following : Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade products ; 
Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; openings 
for British trade abroad; general conditions prevailing 
in Overseas markets; demand for particular articles 
abroad; nature and extent of foreign competition, and 
suggestions for meeting it; methods of distribution and 
marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, etc., 
abroad; firms at home engaged in particular lines of 
business; Foreign and Colonial importers of British goods; 
frms or individuals considered suitable to act as repre- 
sentatives or agents for British firms; Foreign and Colonial 
Tariff and Customs Regulations; statistics of Imports or 
Exports; forms of Certificates of Origin; regulations 
concerning commercial travellers; Consular Invoices; 
shipping and transport, etc. 





METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES. 


The Department of Overseas Trade invite applications 
for assistance from manufacturers and exporters of British 
goods who are desirous of initiating or extending Overseas 
connections, but it is desired to call attention to one or 
two points, the observance of which will facilitate the 
supply of the information required. 


Where the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the 
applicant may, of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade 
Commissioners or Imperial or other Trade Correspondents 
in the British Empire, and to H.M. Commercial, Diplomatic 
or Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but it is generally
